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Duchy strikes deal to 
allow extra homes... 
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...if River Fromepollution is reduced 


THE Duchy of Cornwall is reported to have come up 
with a deal to tackle farm effluent on its estate around 
Dorchester to allow 1,200 new houses at Poundbury 
to go ahead. 

Scientists from Natural England were concerned that 
any extra sewage effluent going into the River Frome 
could harm birds and wildlife. 

This week a formal application was submitted for 
more than 500 new homes on the final quadrant of 
Poundbury along with a new school, shops and of¬ 
fices. 

It is now expected that the details of the permission 
being granted will be linked to Duchy farms around 
Dorchester reducing run-off from fields and slurry pits 
near the River Frome, together with improved public 
access on the approach to Maiden Castle by opening 
up tracks and creating a new foot and cycle path. 

West Dorset District Council have agreed outline 
permission for building to begin this year, as long as 
the Duchy agrees to reduce pollution elsewhere on its 
Dorchester estate. 

Natural England believes there is more reason to be 
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concerned for the health of the Frome because water 
levels are low, which increase the percentage level of 
nitrates in the water. 

The most common cause of nitrates is from farm fer¬ 
tiliser. 

Excessive nitrates can upset the natural cycle, mainly 
by promoting weed and algae growth, which in turn 
affects water creatures and slows the river flow. 
Dorchester weather recorder John Oliver has already 
reported some of the driest winter months in half a 
century. 

On Monday the Government convened a ‘drought 
summit’ to discuss the problems likely to be caused 
later in the year by an unusually low level of rainfall 
during the autumn and winter. 

The Environment Agency say that so far this winter 
has been drier than the winter preceding the 1976

■ HOW did you come to be running The Her¬ 
itage? 

We used to have a hotel on Dartmoor. About four- 
years-ago we decided to come a bit further east to be 
nearer family. Also, the Olympics was a draw because 
my husband enjoys sailing, and then we fell in love 
with this building when we saw the business was for 
sale. 

■ WHAT is the hotel like? 

We have six individually styled bedrooms, all en- 
suite, spacious, comfortable and tranquil. There is an 
a la carte restaurant, which is open to the general pub¬ 
lic and we are fully licensed for restaurant guests as 
well as our residents. We also have a dedicated dining 
area where guests with dogs can enjoy all the treats 
served in the main restaurant, and they don’t have to 
leave their four-legged friends in the bedroom or at 
home. We are very dog friendly - it would be a shame 
not to be, with the fantastic walks around here; you 
can walk to the Fleet in 12 minutes, and there are also 
magnificent inland walks amidst the beautiful Dorset 
fields. 

■ WHAT kind of cuisine do you serve in the 
restaurant? 

I would say it’s modem British with international in¬ 
fluences. On Sundays we do a traditional roast, but 
the a la carte menu has other things if that’s what you 
fancy. Our market is fairly traditional although it’s re¬ 
ally encouraging to see people trying something new. 



And of course our full Dorsetshire breakfasts for 
guests are greatly appreciated. 

■ WHAT kind of food do you most enjoy cook¬ 
ing? 

I adore making and eating puddings, chocolate specif- 
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ically, and bread. On the main courses I particularly 
enjoy doing fish dishes because we have such fantastic 
local supplies of it. We try not to get too complicated 
-it’s so delicate it’s best to let the base flavours shine. 
We just had some great sardines and brill come in 
today. 

■ WHAT is a typical day like for you? 

The alarm goes off at 6am so I’m in the kitchen for 
7am preparing breakfast. Then we clear up, prep for 
dinner or functions, and take deliveries. We are open 
every night except Sunday for dinner. On Sunday we 
are open for lunch instead. We eat our lunch anytime 
between 1pm and 5pm and I usually take Cello our 
Bouvier out for a walk at about 3pm, then it’s back in 
to the kitchen at 6pm. We usually eat what the cus¬ 
tomers don’t each day - it makes for a very varied diet. 
We generally have our supper after we’ve finished 
cooking, which is usually around midnight so we often 
don’t get to bed till lam. Then we do it all again the 
next day. 

■ SO, what keeps you going? 

I just love doing what I do and when you have your 
own business it’s usually because you really want to 
do what you’re doing. You have to have a passion for 
a business like this. I have worked for other people 
and done long hours in that way, but I couldn’t have 
kept doing that ad infinitum. Your motivation is when 
you get someone saying “thank you” and coming back 
again. 

■ WHICH three famous people you like to cook 
a meal for? 

My biggest influence is a Chef called Sally Clarke. 
She’s one of the most wonderful chefs, and I find her 
philosophy reflects my own attitude to cookery. I re¬ 
ally admire her and I’d love to cook for her. I also have 
always had great admiration for the late Diane Fossey 
- not for her cooking obviously, but because I adore 
gorillas. And I’d like to cook for the Queen. I have 
tremendous respect for her so I would just like to say, 
“thank you”. I think she likes fairly simple food - but 
simple can be great.

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Council weights 
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DORCHESTER | PR¬ 
OMPT action from a 
Dorchester councillor 
has stopped the county 
council selling off the 
“family silver”. 

Six lots of historic 
weights and measures 
were stopped from going 
under the auctioneer’s 
hammer at Dukes within 
hours of bidding getting 
underway. 

Now the sets of weights 
and measures, mostly in 
copper and brass, are 
likely to be offered to 
museums in the county. 

Councillor Trevor 
Jones says he was alerted 
to the county council’s 
decision to sell what he 
described as “these spe¬ 
cial and attractive items” 
in the week of the sale by 


people concerned that 
they could end up going 
out of the county, or even 
out of the country. 

“It didn’t seem right to 
me that these heritage 
items could, possibly, go 
out of the county, or even 
the country without a full 
examination, including 
elected councillors, to 
see if a good home 
couldn’t first be found 
for them in Dorset.” 

He said officials at 
county hall “readily 
agreed” to withdraw the 
measures from the sale 
and to give further 
thought to what might 
happen to them. 


Mr Jones says he will 
now be pressing for the 
collection to be offered 
to museums, or other 
suitable collections, 
within the county. 

The measures, dating 
from 1858 to 1899, 
which used to regulate 
sales of fuel and crops 
are each marked with a 
date stamp and labelled 
“County of Dorsetshire”. 

Duke’s Auctions, of 
Dorchester, had esti¬ 
mated that the smaller 
items, such as a pair of 
checkpump petrol meas¬ 
ures, could fetch £150, 
while a set of ten Victo¬ 
rian imperial standard 


bushel measures, could 
get £2,000. 

At the time of the sale 
Martin Thursby, princi¬ 
pal trading standards of¬ 
ficer at Dorset County 
Council, said: “The 
measures were used his¬ 
torically to track and reg¬ 
ulate trade in 
Dorset. Those checks are 
now done differently, or 
to different standards, so 
the measures are no 
longer necessary.” 

The money raised from 
the sale would have gone 
towards limiting budget 
reductions for the county 
council this year. 

A spokesman for 
Dukes confirmed on 
Monday that the items 
had been withdrawn by 
the county council on the

drought when rivers went dry and food prices went 
up. 

Levels in the Frome are said to already be exception¬ 
ally low. 

County ecologist Doctor Phil Sterling said the high 
levels of nitrates in the Frome had already caused a 
huge algal growth in Poole Harbour, covering pro¬ 
tected mud flats and making it difficult for wading 
birds to feed. 

But he is confident the agreement with the Duchy 


can reduce nitrate flows in the Frome. 

“We want to get to a position where we can see a 
more sustainable outcome, so whether there is a 
drought or not, it does not affect the quality of the 
water for wildlife or the water we are drinking.” 

The Grasslands Trust said it should be relatively easy 
for the Duchy to reduce nitrate pollution elsewhere on 
the estate and hoped that the action of the Prince of 
Wales might inspire other farmers to cut down on ar¬ 
tificial fertilisers by going organic or using new tech¬ 
nologies, such as computers on tractors to ensure 
fertiliser is only spread on areas of the field where it 
is needed.

Unions'anger over'slash 
and burn'budget cuts 


FRONT LINE emergency services and help for the eld¬ 
erly and disabled in Dorset will suffer under a raft of 
budget cuts agreed this week. 

Unions have called for a re-think on the cuts to the 
county’s police, fire and social care spending. 
The Fire Brigade Union described the decision to make 
cuts as “slash and burn” and said it was inevitable that 
lives would be put at risk. 

“The local fire crews have made sacrifices and we’re 
facing the third year of a pay freeze with another two 
years of no more than 1 per cent a year. With what we’re 
going through to protect local fire services this feels like 
a kick in the teeth,” said official Karen Adams. 

Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter warned: “The options 
for achieving further significant savings without impact¬ 
ing on frontline services - which is something that we are 
desperate to protect - are now very limited despite the 
one-off freeze grant injection.” 

With the police authority’s acceptance of its budget 
comes the warning that more than 100 posts will have to 
go. 

Chief Constable, Martin Baker said the authority will 
now need to save £18m over four years. 
“The authority has already reduced expenditure by more 
than £6m, with further cuts of £5m planned for 2012/13. 
However, these reductions have only been possible with 
a significant reduction in workforce, with 284 posts re¬ 
moved by the end of the current financial year, and a fur¬ 
ther 108 posts to be removed during 2012/13.” 
At County Hall county councillors approved a £15m sav¬ 
ing target for the year ahead in addition to the £2 8m it 
has already approved. 

Amongst the targets for saving will be a range of serv¬ 
ices for the elderly and vulnerable with more reliance on 
volunteers to fill the gaps. 

The authority believes £9m can be found by increasing 
charges for residential homes, higher rental income from 
county council owned farms and a more cost-effective 
service to tackle potholes and other problems on rural 
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roads. Spending will also be reduced across a range of 
areas include staff training, arts, museums and sport, 
community safety and school improvement services. 

But, despite these savings, council leader Angus Camp¬ 
bell said the council remained committed to protecting 
vulnerable people. He said that the community care 
budget has been increased by £3m per year to cope with 
the growing demand for services supporting older people 
and people with disabilities. 

“The strength of any organisation is in its staff and I 
continue to be utterly amazed at the determination and 
grit shown by all as they cope with constant change and, 
at the same time, prioritise the quality of services they 
deliver to the public. 

Lib Dem group leader Councillor Janet Dover criticised 
cuts totalling £1.5million in children’s services while 
other members of the opposition group complained that 
papers setting out the changes did not contain enough de¬ 
tail to understand what the cuts would actually involve.

DORCHESTER | DORCHESTER Ro- 
tarians have presented specialist kit to 
the county hospital’s endoscopy unit. 

President of the Rotary Club of 
Dorchester, Pauline Camm, chose the 
unit as her charity in September 2011. 

Money raised by the club during the 
year has now paid for an Endoscopy Ir¬ 
rigation Pump (Endogator) enabling a 
Colonoscopy to be a more comfortable 
procedure for patients, whilst making it 
possible for the consultants to get better 
pictures inside the colon or gut. Colon 
cancer is the second most common 
form of cancer death. 

Enough money was raised to get two 
of the £ 1,000-plus machines which are 
now in use on the unit. 

“Thanks to the support of the people 
of Dorchester and surrounding villages 
who so generously gave money to the 
Christmas Sleigh collection and also to 
individual donations, the club reached 
our target sooner than anticipated,” said 
Mrs Camm. 

Matron of the endoscopy team 
Pauline Matthews reported that on the 
first day the Endogator was used it 
proved its worth. 

Pauline said: “Without the Endogator 
it would not have been possible to make 
the cancer diagnosis and the patient 
would have needed to come back after 
completing another preparation 
regime.”

DORCHESTER | THE appeal to buy a new digital 
mammography scanner for the county hospital is to 
be formally closed at the end of April. 

To mark the success of the appeal, which was 
launched in February 2011, a formal final fundraising 
event is to be held on Wednesday, April 25th at the 
Corn Exchange Dorchester. 

When the appeal was launched, the hospital trust 
estimated that the total cost of buying and installing 
the new digital mammography scanner would be 
approximately £500,000. 

The trust provided £150,000 of capital funds and 
hoped to raise an additional £350,000 through char¬ 
itable donations. 

Today the appeal has reached a total of £450,000 
including the trust contribution of £150,000 and the 
equipment has been ordered with building work un¬ 
derway to house it. 

To keep the service running while the new equip¬ 
ment is installed, temporary scanners be brought in. 

Top place to live 

DORCHESTER | IT'S been a week of mixed fortunes 
for Dorchester this week. 

The county town has been voted one of the top ten 
happiest places to live in the country - but only six 
per cent in a poll think it should get city status to 
mark the Queen's Diamond Jubilee. 

Dorchester came 9th out of 10 in a survey from the 
Rightmove property company of happy places to 
live, beating nearest rivals Exeter. 

The company survey looked at friendliness of 
neighbours, safety and local facilities as well as the 
size, value and decor of homes. 

Mayor, Councillor Tess James said she felt much of 
Dorchester's success was its sense of community and 
people will to "get involved". 

But out of 26 towns bidding for city status for 2012 
the county town only got six per cent support in a 
YouGov poll, putting Reading and Bournemouth as 
the most deserving of the status. 

A total of 16,000 were polled to come up with the 
results.

gets during his year in of¬ 
fice. He was prompted to 
support this charity given 
its close historical con¬ 
nections with Dorset and 
“the Keep” and following 
a conversation with an 
Army Medic neighbour 
of his who had recently 
returned from a tour in 
Afghanistan. 

Members of the 
Durnovarian Lodge 
raised the sum of £1,000 
from various collections, 
raffles and social events 
during Malcolm’s year as 
Master. 

This was formerly 
handed over to Lt Col 
(rtd.) Geoff Nicholls, the 
Secretary of “Care for 
Casualties” who travelled 
from Exeter to receive 
the cheque and person¬ 
ally thank Malcolm and 


members of the Lodge. 

Since its formation in 
2007, after the amalga¬ 
mation of the Dorset and 
Devonshire Regiment 
(formerly “The Dorsets”) 
with other Infantry regi¬ 
ments, The Rifles have 
seen almost continuous 
action in Iraq & 
Afghanistan. This com¬ 
mitment has come at a 
cost. 

Fifty nine Riflemen 
were killed in action and 
more than 300 have suf¬ 


fered serious injuries, in¬ 
cluding 29 who have lost 
limbs. Most have been 
caused by IEDs which 
cause complex multiple 
trauma. Some injuries 
are not yet obvious; evi¬ 
dence shows that psycho¬ 
logical problems 

manifest themselves 
sometimes years after the 
end of service and the 


need for help will con¬ 
tinue for many years to 
come. 

“Care for Casualties” is 
an appeal that gives the 
severely wounded, their 
families and the families 
of fallen Riflemen the 
support, the inspiration 
and the means to rebuild 
their lives and make the 
best of their futures.

New bakery plans for Poundbury 


DORCHESTER | LYME Regis’ Town Mill 
Bakery is hoping to open a bakery and 
restaurant in one of Poundbury’s iconc 
buildings, The Buttercross. 

The octagonal building, on Bridport Road, 
looks, as the name suggests, like a tradi¬ 
tional market building where goods once 
might have been traded. 

The ground floor will be used as bakery 
and restaurant and also contains back of 
house functions and toilets. 

A metal canopy will provide additional 
seating with seasonal seating located within 
the Buttermarket. 

West Dorset District Council planners are 
being told that there is potential to add a 


mezzanine storey to the building to secure 
future long-term commercial viability al¬ 
though The Town Mill Bakery has no plans 
to use this. 

Although two storey the building will have 
what appears to be a bell tower on the top 
which will bring it to the height of neigh¬ 
bouring three storey properties. 

In submitting the application the Duchy of 
Cornwall’s planning team says that the 
building draws from the “18th century brick 
language of buildings such as the Town Hall 
in Bridport”. 

■ MORE details have been submitted for 
the next phase of Dorchester’s Poundbury 


project. 

An application is now with West Dorset 
District Council planners for 505 homes and 
more than 6,000 square metres of commer¬ 
cial floor spaces, together with associated, 
garages, roads and open spaces. 

Planners have previously given outline 
permission to what will be the final phases 
of the Duchy of Cornwall scheme. 

The site runs parallel to the county town’s 
western relief road and will include a double 
row of trees to shield the development from 
the countryside to the west. 

West Dorset planners are expected to con¬ 
sider the applications in March.

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Dorset police target 
scrap metal thieves 


WEST DORSET | AR¬ 
RESTS have been made 
during a multi-organisa¬ 
tional operation to stamp 
out scrap metal theft. 

Dorset Police and cus¬ 
toms and environment 
agency officers swooped 
on scrap yards and con¬ 
ducted vehicle stop 
checks during Operation 
Iridium. 

The operation aims to 
end scrap metal theft 
around the Bridport and 
Beaminster area. 

Six covert Bridport Po¬ 
lice officers worked in 
tandem with the Environ¬ 
ment Agency and H M 
Customs and Excise 
throughout the initial 
phase of the ongoing op¬ 
eration. 

During the operation a 
38-year-old man from 
the Bridport area was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of 
witness intimidation and 
criminal damage. He is 
on police bail until April 
9th. 

A 49-year-old old man 
from the Beaminster area 
was also arrested on sus¬ 
picion of theft. He is on 
police bail until February 
29th. 

The 11-day operation 
ended with officers con¬ 


fiscating four vehicles 
and suspected stolen 
items from a premise in 
the Lower Wraxal area of 
Dorchester on February 
9th. 

Inspector Mike Darby 
said the crimes affected 
everybody and urged 
members of the public to 
report metal thefts and 
the people committing 
the offences. 

He said: “Operation 
Iridium is concentrating 
on the offenders who are, 
on a daily basis, driving 
around our community 
and stealing scrap metal 
and any other items they 
feel they can get money 
for. 

“Covert police officers 
alongside officers from 
Customs and Excise and 
the Environment Agency 
conducted a number of 
stops on vehicles that 
were conveying scrap 
metal and conducted 
search warrants on ad¬ 
dresses linked to this of¬ 
fending. 

“These types of of¬ 
fences directly impact 
everyone in the rural 
community and is a con¬ 
stant cause for concern 
for landowners.”

WEYMOUTH | FEELINGS and 
prejudices about homelessness 
have been displayed at a special 
exhibition in Weymouth Library. 

The young people whose work 
was showcased have all experi¬ 
enced homelessness and are now 
living in accommodation at Pot¬ 
tery Lane in Weymouth. 

The exhibition opened a win¬ 
dow on such people's day to day 
struggle to fulfil basic needs such 
as food, hygiene, financial sup¬ 
port, education, employment and 
a right to achieve. 

Among exhibits were wall hang¬ 
ings, tapestries, poetry, sculp¬ 
tures, paintings, pencil drawings 


and photographs by young peo¬ 
ple supported by Tides outreach 
team who worked with them on 
a weekly basis for six months. 

Their work and the support of 
Tides was praised by You Trust 
Weymouth deputy manager 
Jacqui Redfern who said: "Some 
of the exhibits take your breath 
away. Homelessness is going to 
get worse.There are kids living on 
the streets keeping themselves at 
college, but where do you wash 
yourself or clean your clothes? 
One young man was living in a 
graveyard. 

"The exhibition was to help raise 
awareness of homelessness and 


the biggest sin is that the major¬ 
ity of these people are aged 16-18 
years and are often on the streets 
through family breakdown situa¬ 
tions." 

Weymouth and Portland 
Deputy Mayor Margaret Leicester 
said: "I am absolutely shocked 
that I have heard this. It just 
makes you realise how lucky you 
are not to be in this situation. 

"I was not aware that there was 
this much homelessness in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland. 

"You tend to live in your own lit¬ 
tle bubble and when you find out 
something like this it is a bit of a 
shock to the system." 


Road safety courses 
get underway for bikers 

DORSET | COURSES aimed at making Dorset's 
motorcyclists safer on the road are about to get 
underway in the county. 

The BikeSafe courses are available to anyone 
who rides a bike with an engine size of at least 
250cc. Riders are encouraged to book their 
place soon as the dates filled up quickly last 
year. 

The courses are run in two parts over a week¬ 
end. The first part runs on the Saturday from 
10am to 4pm and consists of a theory presenta¬ 
tion which highlights the causes of accidents 
and the theory of advanced riding. 

The second part of the course is an assessed 
ride which will take place on the Sunday be¬ 
tween either 9am and 12 midday or 1 pm and 
4pm. 

The course is subsidised by Dorset County 
Council, which means that the course fee is just 
£ 20 . 

There are six courses being run from April to 
October in Wimborne, West Bay and North 
Dorset. 

Police Constable Chris Smith, BikeSafe Co-or¬ 
dinator, said: "Even the most experienced bikers 
could learn something on the BikeSafe course 
that may one day save their life. 

"This course provides motorcyclists with a 
great opportunity to gain advice and tips on 
areas including cornering, overtaking, position¬ 
ing and hazard perception. 

"The Dorset Police riders that run this course 
are genuinely passionate about motorcycling 
and we hope everyone that takes part in the 
course enjoys it and comes out of it a better 
rider."

CHANGES to county council homecare contracts will 
save £1 million and bring a fresh approach to deliver an 
improved and more cost effective service across Dorset. 
The authority said the changes were made after an exten¬ 
sive service review and a reduction in the number of ap¬ 
pointed providers which will partner the county council 
to provide longer-term help and care for people needing 
support to live at home. 

It added that the changes will help promote quality and 
stability and also encourage a stronger working relation¬ 
ship with the eight selected homecare providers who will 
ensure the service is delivered flexibly and attentively 
while respecting each client’s right to privacy, dignity and 
fulfillment. 

Other advantages include a more collaborative ap¬ 
proach where providers will be able to work co-opera¬ 
tively to cater for the growing demand and also develop 
specialisms in particular kinds of care instead of being in 
competition. 

Some clients will be required to change homecare 
provider as a result of the new contracts although, in 
many cases, care will continue to be provided by the same 
person who may decide to transfer their employment to 
a new provider. 

All the newly appointed providers have had to show 
that they provide good quality support services and will 
have to continue to meet set quality standards to stay on 
the list. 

The new contracts will be in place by summer 2012. 

County adult social care spokesman Andrew Cattaway 
said: “Over the last five years we have been working to¬ 
wards providing home care services in new ways to en¬ 
sure the care people receive is of a high quality and 
represents good value. 

“By changing the contract agreements and improving 
efficiency, the council will achieve savings of £1 million 
in the next year which will help to meet the growing de¬ 
mand for home care services and support more people to 


remain independent in their own homes. 

“We aim to make the transfer of any service as seamless 
as possible and have been in contact with people likely 
to be affected by the change. 

“We know that carer continuity is very important and 
recognise that some people will be disappointed if they 
have to transfer their care arrangements to a different 
provider. 

“I would like to reassure people that the level of service 
they receive will not be affected by the change in ap¬ 
pointed providers. 

“The new contracts will ensure that the quality and 
choice of services available remain high and also cover 
a variety of needs regardless of where a person lives. 

“We will be meeting with all clients affected to discuss 
and agree on how their care will be provided in the fu¬ 
ture.”

Series of T.E. Lawrence events at the Tank Museum 


THE National Trust has organised a new series of T.E. 
Lawrence events, in partnership with the Tank Mu¬ 
seum at Bovington. 

Lawrence (1888-1935), famed for his exploits lead¬ 
ing the Arab revolt against theTurks during the First 
World War, briefly served in theTank Corps between 
1923 and 1925. During this time he rented Clouds 
Hill cottage, which was to be his country refuge for 
the rest of his life. The cottage is now owned by the 
National Trust, and preserved exactly as Lawrence 
knew it, with many of his possessions. 

The new events will kick off the 2012 season at 
Clouds Hill, and will be co- hosted by Clouds Hill vol¬ 
unteers and staff and Tank Museum staff. 

First up is two Lawrence of Arabia Experience days 
on Sunday 4th and Sunday, March 11th. These full 
day experiences will begin with tea and coffee and 
a talk on the life of T.E. Lawrence by a National Trust 
representative. This will be followed by a short tour 
of The Tank Museum and a closer look at the Mu¬ 
seum's Lawrence exhibition. Exhibits include a 
Brough Superior motorcycle, a Rolls Royce Ar¬ 
moured car of the type used in the Arab Revolt and 
items from the Museum's collection of Lawrence re¬ 
lated artefacts. 

After lunch visitors will board a minibus to take 
them the short distance through Bovington Camp 
to Clouds Hill, for a guided tour of the cottage. On 
the way, the bus will stop at the site where Lawrence 
was fatally injured in a motorcycle accident, now 
marked by a memorial stone. 

Afterwards, there's a visit to Moreton Church to see 
Lawrence's grave and explore the church with its 
stunning engraved glass windows by the artist Lau¬ 
rence Whistler. The day will end with afternoon tea 
at the Tank Museum.

Red card can't halt Weymouth 2nds 


WEYMOUTH 10 WESTBURY 0 

THE elements of a swirling wind and a heavy, slip¬ 
pery pitch made this encounter a war of attrition, 
with defences on top for much of the time and 
play confined, in the main, to the eights. 

The first-half was evenly contested and re¬ 
mained scoreless. After the break gaps began to 
appear in the visitors' cover and Mike Robinson, 
making a welcome return to the fold, took advan¬ 
tage by touching down a try that remained un¬ 
converted.

This score put an end to home resistance, and 
Boudoir got over for his second try of the game in 
the final few minutes to seal the result after a day 
that will live long in the memory. 

In what was certainly an eventful afternoon for 
the Weymouth club, their third side went down 
39-5 against Wimborne thirds. 

DEVIZES 15 DORCHESTER 5 

THIS was always going to be a close fought en¬ 
counter and, as it transpired, the decisive action 
took place well within the first five minutes of 
play. 

Having been asked to play with both the wind 
and slope in their favour Devizes kicked off deep, 
Dorchester fumbled and their opponents were 
first to react. 

The conversion kick went wide but worse was 
to come.
